"The Secret Front" under the pseudonym of Walter Hagen, and who is now in 
Utasee. '

now in the hands of col. Otto SKORZENY, who is working in Spain and countries

(e) Administrative funds from Albania are now_in the hands of former SS 
Brigadier General Vltzpum, whose whereabouts are unknown.
